DRAFT RULES 

1. Short title : — These rules may he called the Investiga- 
tion of Tea Undertakings /Tea Units (Procedure) Rules, 1981. 

2. Application : — These rules shall upply to the investiga- 
tion in respect of any tea undertaking or te r unit refeircd to 
in section 16B of the Tea Act, 1953 (29 of 1953). 

3. Definitions : — Tn these rules, unless the context other- 
wise requires — 

(a) ‘Act’ means the Tea Act, 1953 (29 of 1953) ; 

(b) ‘Investigator’ means the person or body of persons 
appointed by the Central Government for the pur- 
pose of making any investigation under section 16B 
of the Act ; 

(c) “Investigation” mean 1 ; investigation referred to in sec- 
tion lfiB of the Act; 

(d) the words and expressions used in these rules and 
not defined but defined in the Tea Act, 1953 (29 of 
1953) shall have the meanings respectively assigend 
to them in that Act. 

4. Procedure to be followed in making an Investigation : — 
(1) In making an investigation, the investigator shall, as far 
as practicable, follow the procedure set out below, namely ; — - 

(a) where the investigation is ordered under all or any 
of the clauses (a) to (c) of sub section (1) of sec- 
tion 16B of the Act, the investigator shall, as far as 
possible, for the purpose of arriving at a finding, 
collect facts and figures for five years immediately 
preceding the year in which the investigation is order- 
ed, of the financial position, the volume of produc- 
tion, the statutory financial liabilities of the concer- 
ned tea undertaking or tea unit. 
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(b) Where the investigation has been ordered under 
clause Id) of sub-section (1) ol' section 16B 
of the Act, the investigator shall, in the contsc of 
investigation inter alia, cvimplc : — 

(i) the financial position of the tea undertaking /tea 
unit and see whether it has been prompt in mak- 
ing payment of taxes and discharging its other 
liabilities; 

(ii) the composition of the management of the tea 

undertaking /ten ur/it and the relations thereof 
with the labour; 

fiii) steps taken by tea undertaking /tea unit to Improve 
the qua'ily. quantity and sale price of tea ; 

(tv) any other matter which the investigator eonsidcis 
relevant or necessary for the purpose. 

(2) The investigator may, before commencing the inves'i- 
gation call upon the management o,f the ten undertaking/ 
tea unit, the employees of such tea undertaking or ten unit, 
nnd such other persons as are concerned with the investi- 
gation, to furnish to the investigator written statements relat- 
ing to the affairs of the tea undertaking or tea unit, as the 
case may be. 

(3) Every written statement referred to in sub-rule (2) 
shall be signed by the person furnishing it. 

(4) In support of the facts and figures, if any, collected 
In pursuance of sub-ntle 1, the Investigator may, to the 
extent he considers I necessary, take evidence in writing 
(either in the form of oral testimony or affidavits) from 
persons connected with the tea undertaking or tea unit con- 
cerned, whose evidence is, in his opinion, relevant for the 
purpose of investigation. 

5. Opportunity of hearing : — The investigator shall, before 
completion of his investigation, give the management and the 
employees of the tea undertaking or tea unit, as the case 
may be, In respect of which investigation is ordered, reason- 
able opportunity of being heard including opportunity to 
adduce any evidence. 

6. Submission of report ; — (1) The investigator shall 
after completing the investigation, stibmit a report to the 
Central Government within the period specified therefor. 

(2) In making the report referred to in sub-rule (1) the 
investigator shall state : — . 

(a) whether the opinion referred to in section 16B of the 

Act formed by the Central Government is justified and 
correct : 

(b) what are the causes for the state of affairs of the tea 

undertaking or tea unit which necessitated the 
investigation ; and 

(c) how the state of affairs, if they still exist, can be 

remedied. 

7. Power to regulate procedure :- — The investigator shall 
have the power to regulate his or its own procedure,

G.S.R. 497.— In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, and in supersession of the 
National Sugar Institute, Kanpur (recruitment to Group ‘D’ posts) Rules, 1959, in so far as they relate to the post of Carpenter, except

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied thrt such marriage is permissible under the personal law applicable to such 
person and other party to the marriage and there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any person from the operation of this rule. 

5. Power to relax.— Where the Cential Government is of the opinion that it is necessajy or expedient so to do, it may, try order, for 
reasons to be recorded in writing, relax any of th ; provisions of these rules with respect to any class or category of persons, 

6, Saving Nothing in these rules sh 11 ailed iv .creations, relaxation of age limit and other concessions required to be provided for th* 
Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tribes and other special categories of persons in accordance with file orders issued by the Central

G.S.R. 502 . — -In exorcise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, the President hereby makes !hc 
following rules for regulating the method of recruitment to the Group ‘C’ posts in the Films Division, under the Ministry of Information 
and Broadcasting, namely :— 

1 . Short title and commencement:— (I ) These rules may be called the Films Division, Recruitment (Group ‘C’ posts) Rules 1980 

(2) They shall eonte into force on the date of their publication In the official Gazette. 

2. Application;— These rules shall apply to the posts specified in Column 2 of the Schedule annexed to these Rules. 

3 . Number of posts, classification and scale of pay : — The number of posts, their classification and the scale of pay attached thereto 
shall be as specified in columns 3 to 5 of the said Schedule. 

4. Method of recruitment, age-limit, qualifications etc. : —The method of recruitment of the said posts, age-limit, qualifications 
and other matters relating thereto shall be as specified in columns 6 to 14 of the Schedule aforesaid. 

5. Disqualifications: — No person: 

(a) Who has entered into or contracted a marriage with a person having a spouse living; or 

(b) Who having a spouse living, has entered into or contracted a marriage with any person. 
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shall be eligible for appointment to the said posts : 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that such marriage is permissible under the personal law applicable to 
such person and the other narty to the marriage and there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any porson from the operation of this 
rule. 

6. Power to relax: — Where the Central Government is of the opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, by order 
and for reasons to be recorded in writing, relax any of the Provisions of these rules with respect to any class or category of Persons. 

7. Saving: — Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations, relaxation of age-limit and other concessions required to be Provided 
for candidates belonging to the Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled Tribes and other special categories of persons in accordance with the 
orders issued by the Central Government from time to time in this regard.

3. Method of recruitment, age-limit, qualifications etc. —

4. Disqualification:- — No person, 

(a) Who has entered into or contracted n marriage with 
a person having a spouse living, or

shall he eligible for appointment to any of the said posts. 

Provided that the Central Government may. If satisfied 
that such marriage is permissible under the "personal law 
applicable to such person and the other party to the mar- 
riage and that there are other grounds for s> doing, exempt 
any person from the operation of this rule. 


5, Power to relax, — Where tho Central Government is of 
the opinion that it f s necessary or expedient so to do, it 
may, be order for reasons to be recorded in writing and 
in consultation with (he Union Public Service Commission, 
relax any of the provisions of these rules with respect to 
any class or category of persons. 


6. Saving. — Nothing in these rules shall affect teserva- 
tions, relaxation of Tee-limit and other concessions required 
to be provided for the Scheduled Castes and the Scheduled 
Tribes and other categories of persons in accordance with 
the orders issued by the Central Government from time to 
time in this regard.

G.S-R. 504. — In exercise of the powers gonferied by the 
nioviso to article 309 of the Constitution and in supersession

1 Short title and commencement.— (1 ) These rules may 
be called the Regional Directorate of Supplies and Dispo- 
sals and Inspection (Group ‘C’ — Ministerial) Public Rela- 
tion Officers Rules, 1981. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their 
publication in the Official Gazette. 

2 Number of post, classification and scale of pay.-—

5 of tlie said Schedule. 

3 Msriliod of .ecruitoreru. age limit, qualification-;, etc.— 
The' m.-lhnd of recruitment. aw limit, aunlificrdinns and 
other matter relating to the said port shall be rs specified 
in columns 6 to 14 of the said Schedule, 


4. Disqualification. — No person, — 

(a) who has entered into or coutiacted a mailings 
with a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, bus entered into or 
contracted a marriage with any person, 

shall be eligible for appointment to the said post: 

Provided that the Central Government may, if Satisfied 
lhat such marriage is peimissible under the personal law 
applicable to such person and the other party to the mar- 
riage and that there are other grounds for so doing, exempt 
any person from the operation of this rule. 

5. Power tvs relax.— Where the Central Government is of 
the opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it 
may, by order, and for reasons to be recorded in writing 
relax any of the provisions of these rules with respect of 
any class or category' of persons.
